DISORDERS OF THE FINGERNAILS 

A hangnailis one of the very common nail troubles. The cause 
is an over-growth of cuticle which becomes hurd’ and dry and then 
tears. The ovet-hanging shred of cuticle will catch readily in touching 
objects causing a dterp prick of. pain as this occurs. The adjacent 
tissue may turn red: and exhibit a slight swelling. When properly 
caval for, a hangnail is not a serious disorder. The bést way to pre- 
vent a-latignail is to push back the cuficle faithfully after washing 
the hands, or after applying a special cuticle cream for softening 
purposes. When, you find a hangnail causing discomfort, snip away the 
bothersome shred with a pair of manicure scissors. When the tear is 
painful, wash’ several times a day with plenty of seapy water to 
ericodrage héaling, and apply.one of the common antiseptics. 

hen a hahgnail is neglected and becathed infected. it may lead 
to what is known as a “run-around,” which refers to an inflaniation 
of the structure around the nail, the inflammation starting at one 
jot, and then rtinning around the sides and base of the nail in 
characteristic fashion, A “run-around” may result from other abra- 
sioris and. sometimes the injury is so slight that the patient does not 
reméiber it. However, this inflammation of the nail fold may develop 
in — individuals having poor health out any puncturing of 
¢ SKIN, 

In the aeute type, the patient will complain of redness, swelling, 
and a throbbing pain in the nail. Within a few days, the inflammation 
comes ‘to a point and discharges. Any type of work which calls Coz 
the.immersion of the hafids in an irritant may favor the development 
of the acute “run-around.” In the chronic type, the patient finds that 
the mail becommés thickéned and discclored and the nail may be ridged 
or cracked. The treatment of the acute condition is usually undcer- 
taken at liome, but: is best handled: by a doctor who will take the 
necessary preenutions to see that good drainage is secured. The usc 
of. -warm applications will provide some relicf from the pain. When 
the inflammation of the nail fold appears to be chronic then atten- 
tion should be given to developing: better habits of living as the 
pation is doi something which is interfering with health. 

] hen, the Bist becomes thin and brittle and. crumbles easily, the 
most. likely ease is a ringworm infection. The ringworm results from 
the presence’ of eertain. types of fungus growths. At first the nail 
hecomes dark and this discoloration may be followed by thickcning. 
Later; the nail.is thin and cracks easily, while underneath it there 
is found a mass of dead epithelium having an unpleasant odor. 

Bevenia very often attacks, the nails, the wall of the nail be- 
coming red and swollen while the nail itself becomes rowgh and 
loses..its natural Iustre. Occasionally, the nail will show soft spots, 
which look as-though they had been punched out. Sometimes the nail 
becames ridged crosswise and later on, becomes brittle and thin. The 
changes. seen‘ iw the nail in ringworm, and eczema closely resemble 
each other and in fact, eczema may be superimposed on a fungus 
foundation. While local treatment may help, the most satisfactory 
treatment, for relieving eczema of the fingernails, is a systematic 
treatment which would be advised for eczema of other parts, such 
as the face. Local treatment given with the ultra violet rdy may 
prove beneficial; oe 

The one } to he learned from. the usual nail disorders is 
that. the resistance of the nail strueture agrecs with the general 
resistance. Those - wrong. habits of living which lower the genéral 
resistance pave the vay for nail troybles, while the good habits of 
living which build up the health of the whole body wiil be fouad to 
produce the clegr,rosy, normal nail scen in’ licalth.

If you 
do not need lip color, use a pom- 
ade to keep them moist and 
youthful in appearance. 

Use eye shadow only for even- 
ing and very dressy afternoon oc- 
casions, When used in the daytime 
time choose a soft shade and use 
only a hint of it near the lash-line 
and upward about half way to the 
brows. 

Use mascara sparingly, brushing 
it onto the upper lashes with up- 
ward strokes and onto the lower 
lashes with light crosswise strokes. 
Use an eyebrow pencil only if your 
brows are scanty and pale and 
need darkening. Then follow the 
natural arch. 

Do Not 

Do not scrub your powder into 
your skin. It is apt to clog the 
pores and cause irritation. And 
don’t forget your neck—front and 
back —and your forehead when 
you powder. 

Do not use too much rouge. It 
makes you look old and harsh. Do 
not rouge the lower lip as heavily 
as you do the upper, 

Do not use eye shadow on the 
inner corners of your eyelids.

Do not use so much mascara 
that your lashes stick together or 
appear beaded.

Turn 
into a greased casserole, sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs and bake in 
a moderate oven for. 45 minutes. 
This can be baked in the morning 
and reheated just before serving 
time if you wish or you can simply 
put the ingredients together so the 
casserole can be popped in the 
oven 45 minutes before serving 
time.

These will cook in 30 minutes. 
Trim veal chops-neatly and sprin- 
kle with flour.

When baking apples, there are 
many ways of filling the cored 
center. Try raisins, cinnamon and 
sugar or nuts. 


Washing Grass Stains 


To rid clothing of grass stains. 
cover the stains with glycerin and 
white of egg mixed, using equal 
quantities. Leave on a few hours 
and then wash the material in the 
usual way. Or else you can rub 
the stain with molasses, leaving 
it on overnight. Wash out in warm 
water and repeat if necessary.
